It descends 
Under ravines, but appears capping hills and 
in luutains, lowering in sharp points at tu>irie 
places live hundred and u thousand feet high." 
li would l>e premature perhaps with our pre- 
sent limited knowledge to attempt to gener- 
alize upon the discoveries up to this time 
made in British Columbia. Taking up a 
map of tliut colony, and comparing the whole 
extent of the country with that portion of it 
nlready proved to be auriferous, we im- 
mediately perceive that what we know is but 
a mere drop in the bucket of what is slill nn- 
kr.own. Yet from that little, and from our 
knowledge of California and the intervening 
Slates, it will require no stretch of the im- 
agination to infer that we loo have 
our "Great Gold-bearing Quartz Vein." 
Stretching from the boundary line north- 
ward into the fifty eight parallel of latitude, 
and in probability beyond even that limit, 
ia an immense district proved to b« 
auriferous, at least in tho shape of placer 
diggings. From Rock creek on the boundary 
line to Peace river and the upper waters of 
the Sickin, gold has been found more or less 
richly distributed. Nearly every where too 
in that vast extent it appears to have its 
source in the range or ranges of mountains 
running parallel with, and between the Rooky 
mountains ond the Coast Range; So much 
ior the general indicalions. 

Midway between the extremities of the 
gold range of British Columbia lies Cariboo, 
tho only portion perhaps that has receiv- 
ed any like even a superficial prospect- 
ing. In this spot we may say the gold has 
been traced to its sourco. Here tho great 
gold bearing vein has been tapped, to pro- 
duce some of tho richest placer diggings the 
■world has yet seen. From the placer dig- 
gings the discoveries of last winter and tho 
present summer have enabled us to behold, 
let ns hope, what will prove the harbinger of 
a more extended developement of the bound- 
less mineral wealth of British Columbia. 
As in tho great yein of California described 
above, Cariboo is one of the localities in 
which our vein is likely to present some pro- 
mineni out croppings. From thai district we 
are likely to acquire our first knowledge of 
its general character. In that district, too 
tho loundution of tho future progress of the 
colony must be laid. 

That is a central point from which opera- 
tions may be extended North and South 
To that locality therefore if we wish to suc- 
ceed we must devote all our enorgie*. We 
must proceed confidently. Enough has been 
discovered already to convince even the most 
sceptical that tho country is permcaled in 
every direction with rnetaliferous quartz. 
The time also has now come when n begin- 
ning must be made in the erection of quartz 
mills. Our roads are now approaching com- 
pletion. Machinery may be transported at 
n comparatively reasonable cost into the very 
heart of the mines. The rich veins recently 
discovered, from their proximity to placer 
diggings so difficult to work, will always be 
well supplied with skilled labor. Quarlz 
veins and pincers will thus render each other 
mutual assistance. A greater number of 
meu can thus oxist in the upper country. 
Provisions, clothing, and every other neces- 
sary will be reduced in price. The riches 
of Cariboo will bo thoroughly developed 
from Ihe greater convenience of equipment. 
The boundaries of Cariboo will gradually be 
en'arged North and South. The mountains 
will soon be as well honey-combed as they 
are in Washoe, and without doubt with 
similar results. The picture may to some 
seem over drawn, but havo wo not Ihe ex- 
ample of California before us? Who would 
have ventured to predict that before the dis- 
covery of so many quartz veins that her 
suddenly acquired prosperity would be per- 
manent] Her placer diggings are now about 
exhausted, but her progress has no cessation. 
It rests upon the metaliferous rocks of 
her mountains, and like tlicm is solid. 
Every day new veins of quartz aro being dis- 
covered. Ground that has been trodden over 
time and again without any one suspecting 
its richness is evory now and then disclosing 
ils glittering prize to the eyes of quartz pros- 
pectors sharpened by the groat fund of mod- 
ern experience. If California has been f ou r— 
teen years reaching her present position 
what may we not look for who havo already 
discovered within a. year such a mino of 
wealth to be developed. Wo have the ex- 
perience of California before us. We can 
avail ourselves of the improved machinery 
and new processes for extracting precious 
metals. There is nothing therefore to pre- 
vent our anticipating Ihe lates stages of the 
growth which has characterized California 
if we aro only willing to embark the capital. 
Shall that bo done ? is the question of the day 
and the one upon the satisfactory answer of 
which much of our future prosperity deponds.

induced to relinquish it as Utopian, and con- 
cur with all sane populations on this coast in 
acknowledging Victoria as the grand port for 
ocean shipping, and the unrivalled emporium 
for the distribution of English imports 
throughout liritish nnd American territory 
on the shores of tin Pacific. During the last 
four years and a half the prevailing senti- 
ments indulged by owners of stores ami lords 
of the soil in the capital ol British Columbia 
towards tho inhabitants of Victoria huve 
been cl a cantankerous description, and 
singularly inappropriate between citizens of 
colonics ruled by one sceptre and indisSolubly 
interwoven in the network of common ma- 
terial interests. Vituperation has been 
lavished prolusely upon the Executive of 
James' Hay, by the press of the tjueen City 
of Fraser Uivor. The leading representatives 
of trnde, iucluding the Hudson Bay Company, 
and persons among us found convicted v( in- 
vesting money in real esruto in Victoria, have 
been anathematized as conspirators against tho 
progress of Now Westminster Any respec- 
table inhabitant of this place, who has pos- 
sessed sufficient courage to visit that city, boa 
usually been suspected of malicious espionage 
and exposed to forms of address hardly cal- 
culated to sweeten his recollections of the 
trip. When, with becoming meekness and 
fervency, we have entreated our indignant 
neighbors lo accept usmrances ol the good- 
will of the people of Victoria, they have only- 
waxed more perverse, and verified the ex- 
pressive stat. '/.a of the satirist — 

"They joined In one harmonious grunt, 
We Wunt, we wunt, we mint, we mint." 

We had thought that the celebrated fablo 
ol the fox and the grapes would cease to have 
any application to them, and that their ex- 
aggerated hopes of attaining pre-eminence 
in trade, would, ere this, have been abundantly 
sobered down by past ineffectual exertions lo 
reach that coveted position. But with heroic 
purpose and augmented infatuation they are 
ngutn rallying their energies to grasp that 
dazzling object on which their nspirations 
have been uuquenchably set, 

The contemplated separation of the two 
colonies is viewed as removing ono important 
bin tier that formerly opposed the satisfaction 
of their wishes. The residence of the new 
Executive of liritish Columbia in New West- 
minster, it is believed, will present fascina- 
tions whose splendor will tempt merchants to 
abandon those spacious warehouses lining 
our harbor, and bog the privilege of erecting 
substitutes on the banks of the Eraser. It is 
with regret that we have to burden tho sense 
tf propriety in our readers still, further, by in- 
forming them of a prophecy current in orac- 
ular circles in the charmed city, that [mir- 
able dictu!) in four years from tho establish- 
ment of the new administrative regime, 
statistics will demonstrate Ne-.v Westminster, 
in respect of wealth and population, to bo 
triumphant. The issue of the question con- 
cerning the comparative prospects of these 
rival cities is not left to be determined, how- 
ever, by tho will of even those prodigies of 
commercial and political wisdom who pre- 
side over the destinies of Now Westminster. 
There are inflexible laws controlling the 
growth of mercantile centres, agninst which, 
(may we tie forgiven so irreverent a remark) 
all the force of their collective intelligence, 
and all the sagacity and magnificence of their 
improved government, Cannot prevail. The 
passion of caprice or personal aggrandizement 
may impel individual pioneers in an infant 
country to select a particular location for the 
founding of a sea port. But unless the choice 
made turn out to be in obvious harmony with 
public interest, competitive enterprise, which 
in the aggregate cannot bo ultimately satis- 
fied without tho attainment of the Ulmoti 
possible ailvafyage to lhe gfeatesl number, 
will speedily set that choice aside. It were 
therefore an outrage upjn the rational in- 
stincts ol the community to imagine, that 
trade in the Gulf of Georgia should be per- 
mitted to radiate from Victoria, r.s the chiel 
commercial centie in preference to New 
Westminster, unless the topographical supe- 
riority of the former place, had plainly com- 
mended it to the approval of our Wholesale 
importers and minor traders generally, as tlio 
depot most compatible with the widest pub- 
lic advantage. The situation of Victoria is 
so remarkably adapted for the purposes of 
extensive commerce, that the natural circum- 
stances by which it is in this respect pecu- 
liarly favored, must bo ascribed expressly to 
providential arrangement.

station. It is accessible to vessels at all sea- 
sons, and as the mineral nnd timber products 
of this Island and Paget Sound continue to 
be developed, the various loading points can 
be approached hence with expedition and 
safety. So that even hud the two cities un- 
der consideration been ushered into exist- 
ence simultaneously; the conclusion isirresist 
iblo from the facts that have been adduced, 
that the commanding position enjoyed by 
Victoria would have infallibly gained for it 
commercial supremacy. But that inference 
is confirmed beyond dispute, wdien it is re- 
membered, that the port more richly endowed 
with natural advantages, is also greatly the 
senior of its querulous rival. Ic is as un- 
reasonable to expect that the lormer can be 
overtaken by the latter, as that one steed of 
superior mettle to another, and having tho 
start of that other, should no beaten on the 
lurf. Ho extensive has been the amount of 
capital expended on mercantile appliances 
in Victoria, so remunerative have those sour- 
ces of wealth proved, so powei'lnl is the con- 
nection formed by our importers with great 
shipping (inns in England and other parts of 
the world, anil so incomparably rapid has

It will he long before the 
business of any single merchant in liritish 
Columbia can justify lllnl to engage in im- 
portation diiect from the parent country, and 
wheti a cum pan ij ol merchants are prepared 
to join In that undertaking, arrivals at New 
Westminster from England, or oven from 
countries less remote, will lor a great while 
be infrequent. During the tbdfous interval 
in which those experiments are being tried, 
tho spreading pinions of this island emporium 
will have grown so powerful, that she will have 
soared infinitely above the reach of New 
Westminster — defying forever Lhecomj Ctition 
of nil immediately surrounding rivals. There 
is certainly nothing in the past history ol 
rjommefcial enterprise in New Westminster, 
to augur brilliantly lor the future. After all 
the eoiivitl.ive struggles of our neighbors to 
shake ol] dependence on Victoria, their bra- 
vado has only been sustained by the advent 
of a couple of vessels to their shores in four 
yours. The merchants of New Westminster 
cannot r,li:rd to receive any considerable 
freight direct from n distance, till the demand 
from the upper country in their market is 
sufficiently brisk, to guarantee their turning 
over lhe amount of invoice within .s«r/i lanital 
period, us is commensurate with (heir obtaining 
a remunerative interest i./iou outlay. While 
small packages are most suitable t., tho wants 
And tho means of traders, the inconveniences 
will bo much fower in procuring small stocks 
from Victoria, than in their uniting lo charter 
a vessel to bring their wares from a distance. 
It is Unnecessary to dwell on this part of the 
subject. It has boon maintained that the 
chnrges in freight, storage, and commission, 
incurred by transit of goods to Now West- 
minster via Victoria cannot longer be en- 
dured, ami that the saving in those items 
accruing from direct shipments, would enable 
the merchants of New Westminster to under- 
sell those in our port. Hut that assertion 
simply amounts to saying, that the importers 
of Victoria gain such enormous profits as they 
could easily afford to reduce, ami which any 
attempt at competition in Now Westminster 
would at once make them resolve to lower. 
Tho only source of custom wc can see open 
to tho port of entry on Printer River consists 
of the tnjerior class of traders in Yale, Doug 
las, nnd similar places in the interior, whose 
finances do not admit ol their buying in quan- 
tities largo enough to maku n shipment from 
Victoria worth while. Hut directly their re- 
sources improve, they will naturally purchase 
where they can have the largest scope for se- 
lection. Still the number ol third rate trailer.-, 
in tho upper country will always be Riifilcieul 
to ensure a quiet, steady, and advancing trade 
to New Westminster. We regard the relation 
subsisting between Sacramento and Sin Fran- 
cisco as definitely illustrative of the position 
just discussed. 

Finally, it should not bo overlooked tint 
iho transport of provisions lo the northern 
mines is likely lo bo much less expensive by 
the coast rouies, fin Bontinek Ann and li.i'e 
Inlet, than by the existing mode of convey- 
ance t't'a Eraser Hiver. Should that predic- 
tion be Verified, a considerable amount ol 
trafic will unquestionably be diverted from 
the present chief port ol British Columbia, 
that would otherwise fall to its lot. Hut every 
rival depot In that colony, while tending to 
check the commercial predominance of New 
Westminster, will open an additional market 
for the merchandise of Victoria.

More Telegraphic Facilities. 

For a year past, the State Telegraphic 
Company imvo bocn considering the project 
ol building a now wire to Sacramento city, 
to accommodate the rapidly increasing bus- 
iness. During tho present season, a now 
wire was stretched Irom this city to San 
Jose, to facilitate the business of the lower 
purl of the Slate, ns their wires connect us 
with San Juan, Walsonvillo. Santa Cruz, 
Monterey, Visalia, Tejon, Los Angeles, etc. 
The increasing business easl of the Sierras, 
together with the Overland business, taxes 
tho two wires to Sacramento to their almost, 
and a new wire is necessary to accommodate 
tho local business north ol Sacramento and 
tho prospective telegraphing lo bo done from 
Oregon, us soon as that lino is completed. 
The new line runs on a i entirely now route, 
crossing the Heads by means of a cable laid 
between Fort Point and Lime Point Cove, 
thence over the hills to San Rafael, which 
will be furnished with a station. Thenco tlio 
line runs tu Folulurna, crossing the divide to 
Sonoma, a second divide to Nnpn, and mak- 
ing nearly u straight line to Suisuii, whence 
it will run on the county road to Sacramento. 

By adopting this route the lino will be 
relieved of lhe climatic elieets often seriously 
felt in the Vvito which runs around I lie Bay- 
by thu way of San Jo.-e. The heavy fogs of 
tho Peninsula often detract from the brilliant 
working ol the lino, but it is expected the 
new wire will not be so seriously effected. 

The wire is being shipped lo the various 
landing places, and working parlies have 
started for Napa to commence setting the 
poles. That portion of the line between 
Suisun nnd Petaluma via Napa and Sonoma, 
will be completed first, to throw those places 
inlo the San Finncisco circuit. We may 
expect in from thirty to forty live days to 
have this portion of the Hue in working order. 
The cable is on baud, but jvill not be laid 
until lato in the season, when the winds have 
modified their lorce. The whole work, how- 
ever, is to be completed ill less than ninety 
d iv.i. 

In regard to the Oregon Line, an officer of 
the Company has just returned from Portland, 
overland, and reports that the poles are set 
the entire distance from Yreka to Portland, 
with fifty miles of wire stretched this way 
from the latter point A vigorous eflort will 
most probably be made to transport and tun 
the wire before the snow falls. A portion ul 
the wire is on baud, but the majority of it is 
still ulloal and dun, and if the pirates have 
not captured lbs vessels having the material 
on board we may expect at an early day to 
be in telegraphic communication with Port- 
land, Oregon, The next point to the north- 
ward to be brought intu our circuit, is Vic- 
toria. Another season muv see that done. —

A QUHI'SB OF FOREIGN P6lilTI03~TtIE POLISH 
QUESTION. 

The Emperor came to town on Wednesday 
morning, nnd presided al a Council ol Minis- 
ters ut the Tuilleries. He did not return to 
Fountainblcau till yesterday afternoon. On 
Tuesday he also presided at a Ministerial 
Council, held at the lust named place. This 
unusual activity, whan taken in connection 
with passing events, leads one naturally to 
expect some political crisis in which lhe im- 
perial Government will take tlio initiative. 
But it would be presumplion lo surmisa how 
it will show itself even, though we may be- 
lieve that a Polish delegation was received 
yesterday at the Tuilleries ; that some Poles, 
sent to Paris by the National Committee as 
its delegates, have recently had an interview 
with the Minister for Foreign Allairs ; ihot 
tho note despatched the day before yesterday 
to St. Petersburg, assumes the form of an 
ultimatum- -or something very like one — be- 
cause of the orders previously given lo iho 
squadrons lying at Brest and Cherbourg to 
hold themselves in readiness for n northern 
cruise, and of which tho Russian und Prussian 
.Ministers are well aware. 

Tho visit of the Queen of Prussia to Wind 
sor has given rise to some reports thai one 
mi gti t perhaps bo justified in calling canards, 
were they not received as well as issued m 
perfect good faith. It is not at nil surprising 
that, in a place where politicians not uufre- 
juently make use of their better halves in 
gett'ng themselves nut of political scrapes, 
or into inlluenti.il and lucrative situations, the 
idea should gain ground of the Queen of 
Prussia being sent to England lo en^mV- 
lander Earl Bussol und Lord Podmersluii, or 
to turn to the advantage of the Czar and iho 
King of Prussia influences of a potent kind, 
by trying to drag the Crown of England into 
a f.iuiily pact ngainst Poland. 

Per contra, it is said Unit Queen Victoria, 
terrified at the political muck which tho 
King of Prussia runs, untreated his wife lo 
corno lo England for tho purpose of receiving 
some good advice from the Nestois of thu 
British Cabinet.
